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OUR FRONTISPIECE 


JOHN SHAW BILLINGS 
1838-1913 
By H. M. Lydenberg 


No less a man than S. Weir Mitchell re- 
marked of John Shaw Billings, “I have 
known two great men in my life: one was 
Wendell Phillips; the other John Billings.” 
For those who knew Billings the lapse of 
time since he left us serves only to strengthen 
the conviction that in his presence one saw 
a really great man. 

He was great in his personality, in his 
achievements, in his versatility. Who but 
a versatile man could write with the au- 
thority and finality he displayed in treat- 
ment of such widely different topics as army 
medical statistics, construction of hospitals, 
public health, medical history, vital statistics, 
heating and ventilating, composite photog- 
raphy, sewage disposal, medical bibliog- 
raphy, libraries as institutions and libraries 


as buildings? Set down the names of the 
men you know who have stood above their 
fellows as physicians or surgeons, as venti- 
lating engineers, as designers of hospitals, 
designers of library buildings, as interpreters 
of vital statistics, and then note how unique 
is the position of the man who could rank 
high in each of those widely different fields. 
As kindly and gentle as a woman, as stern 
and inflexible as a judge, far-sighted, prac- 
tical as a toolmaker, imaginative enough to 
glimpse the possibilities of new institutions 
of research, a lover of the past with a face 
closely addressed to the new. You surely 
will go far before you find his like or his equal. 
Born in southern Indiana almost a century 
ago, he carried to his dying day many of the 
traits of the West. Long a resident of the 
Atlantic seaboard he bore all the traits of 
the cosmopolitan man of the world. A 
medical man by profession, he was esteemed 
by his fellow practitioners; a soldier during 
the American Civil War, he was, through the 
whole of the long life that followed, a soldier 
in bearing, in point of view, in exaction of 
obedience, in paucity of commendation, in 
tenacity of memory, in appreciation of 
achievement. 

Readers of ‘““‘The Hoosier Schoolboy,” or 
“The Hoosier Schoolmaster,” or Beveridge’s 
“Abraham Lincoln” will have a vivid pic- 
ture of what life meant in those days in the 
Ohio valley portion of the old Territory 
Northwest of Ohio. Billings was born in 
Switzerland County, Indiana, on the 12th of 
April, 1838. His father was postmaster, 
keeper of a country store, proprietor of a 
shoemaking shop, and young Billings 
learned something of every phase of life that 
frontier community offered. From early 
youth till dying day he read incessantly. 
He proposed to his father that if he might be 
put through college in the least expensive 
way he would give up any claim he might 
have to the rest of the family property. 
Entering Miami University at Oxford, Ohio, 
he took his degree of Bachelor of Arts in 
1857. Then came a year of finding himself, 
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then two years in the Miami Medical Col- 
lege in Cincinnati, followed by his appoint- 
ment as demonstrator of anatomy in the 
Medical College of Ohio at Cincinnati, with 
the prospect of a surgical partnership with 
one of his former instructors. 

The crisis of 1860-61 swept him along and 
turned him into the federal army service as 
a surgeon, first on a contract basis but with 
appointment as first lieutenant and assistant 
surgeon on April 16, 1862. He had hospital 
experience near Washington, field service 
during the Seven Days before Richmond the 
summer following, spent most of the next 
winter in the Satterlee Hospital at West 
Philadelphia, was sent to the Army of the 
Potomac for the movements that led to 
Chancellorsville in May, 1863. He was in 
the thick of the Gettysburg campaign, where 
he went through nervous and physical ten- 
sion of high degree, operating, looking after 
transportation, fighting for supplies, burying 
the dead, all the tasks that come to the 
surgeon on the field. He kept with his 
command till July 20, when he asked for 
thirty days sick leave. Then came seven 
months’ hospital service near New York, and 
in the spring of 1863 he was sent to Ile 4 
Vache, on the south coast of Hayti, to bring 
back a number of negroes sent there by the 
government as one of the colonizing efforts 
that came to naught. An “irresponsible and 
untruthful adventurer’” named Koch had 
been in charge of this colony, had led it near 
to destruction, and the remnants were 
brought back to this country by Billings. 


Attached in 1864 to the medical director 
of the Army of the Potomac he was given 
care of the field reports, then later was 
shifted to the surgeon-general’s office. His 
first duty after the close of the war was to 
supervise the disbanding of the great body 
of acting assistant surgeons, civil physicians 
under contract with the government, and the 
discontinuing of the hospitals. One of the 
most illuminating descriptions of his life in 
those days is contained in a letter he wrote 
to a friend in the summer of 1865, giving 
various pieces of news about friends, and 
adding that his wife and he had ‘‘discovered 
the art of getting much pleasure out of 
scanty materials,’ an achievement he carried 
throughout life. 

The detailed account of his activities in 
these years is full of interest and instruction, 
but must be passed over in this brief sketch. 
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About 1870 he undertook three things of 


first importance. He was given charge of 
the library of the surgeon-general’s office, 
he was detailed to report to the secretary of 
the treasury on the condition of the marine 
hospital service through the country, and he 
began publication of the reports on barracks 
and hospitals and on the hygiene of the army 
that stand as his principal contribution to 
military medicine. 

Among librarians he will undoubtedly be 


known best as the man who really made the } 


library of the surgeon-general’s office and 
who developed the method of cataloguing it. 
Other men have collected books, but Billings 
was the first to incorporate in a printed cata- 
logue of authors and subjects of books entries 
for articles in periodicals and similar publi- 
cations. His whole achievement in connec- 


tion with the surgeon-general’s library sets | 


him out as one of the important librarians 
of all time. 

But before taking up this side of this many 
sided man it may be well to run over briefly 
some of his other achievements. His work 


in public health was important, recognition | 


coming in 1880 with his election as president 
of the American Public Health Association. 
In 1879 he was appointed vice-president of 


the National Board of Health, particularly | 


significant at this time in connection with 
the yellow fever epidemics in the South. 
Shortly before this he had written a survey 
of the medical books and institutions of the 
United States in connection with the cen- 


tennial celebrations of 1876, this appearing } 


in ‘‘A Century of American Medicine.” 


From 1876 until 1889 he was medical ’ 
advisor to the trustees of the Johns Hopkins | 


fund, working out the plans for the building 
and for the administration of the institution, 


and playing no small part in the development [ 


of the system of medical instruction then 
begun. His place in the world of hospital 
planning in this country is assured, and 
appreciation of it deserves more space than 
can be here secured.

It was on December 31, 1864, that he was 
assigned to duty in the office of the surgeon- © 


general of the army, and here he spent the 
next thirty years of his life. In the May 
preceding his appointment a catalogue had 
been printed showing some 1,365 volumes in 
the library of the office. 


When he left there | 


had been developed through his efforts the | 
largest collection of medical books in the | 
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world. Through his efforts a catalogue had 
been published, giving for the first time in 
the history of printed catalogues an entry 
for each book by author and subject and a 
similar entry for articles in periodicals. 
Through his efforts an “Index Medicus” had 
been established, a monthly publication list- 
ing by author and subject articles on medical 
topics in the medical journals. For his 
achievements in this field he received recog- 
nition from the universities of Oxford, Edin- 
burgh, Dublin, Harvard, Yale, and other 
American schools, became a member of prac- 
tically every medical society of importance, 
and secured a position of unique respect and 
esteem in the medical world of his time. 

In 1895 he retired from the army, at his 
own request, to take the post of professor of 
hygiene at the University of Pennsylvania, 
and in that place he expected to spend the 
rest of his days. But just about this time 
there had been arranged in New York City, 
on the 23d of May, 1895, to be exact, a 
consolidation of the Astor Library, the 
Lenox Library, the Tilden Trust. On 
December 11 of that year the trustees of 
the newly formed New York Public Library 
chose Dr. Billings to be their executive 
officer. 

This created a situation difficult for the 
university and for Billings. He had gone to 
Philadelphia with every expectation of per- 
manence. He had planned two fine lab- 
oratories. He had been at the university 
long enough to demonstrate that the future 
had encouraging possibilities. He had many 
friends in the city and the university. It 
was not easy to bring himself to sever these 
connections, but finally after due consid- 
eration and deliberation he tendered his 
resignation to take effect June 1, 1896. 

And then began a new chapter in his life 
and in the life of the library world of New 
York City. This man of fifty-eight, with 
achievement enough behind him to permit 
an ordinary man to think of retirement from 
the stress and strain of busy life, undertook 
to bring together three independent organ- 
izations, to supervise the growth and devel- 
opment of a new institution, all in all a task 
calling for the full power and strength of a 
man in the prime of life. 

The Astor collection had two printed 
author catalogues, with a card system sup- 
plementing the later printed catalogue; its 
books were shelved and classified on a fixed 
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shelf arrangement; its staff was small and its 
general attitude was out of touch with the 
library movements of the day. The books 
had been chosen with the scholar and inves- 
tigator in view, and admirable judgment had 
been displayed in their selection. The col- 
lection was essentially a reference library, 
about as far as possible from popular appeal. 

The Lenox collection represented pri- 
marily the collecting activities and interests 
of James Lenox, was remarkably full in 
certain lines, made no attempt to touch or 
cover many others, was even farther than 
the Astor from general usefulness, was 
arranged in a fixed location for most of the 
books, had no satisfactory general public 
catalogue. 

The books belonging to the Tilden Trust 
consisted almost entirely of those gathered 
by Samuel Jones Tilden for his private 
library, and had neither catalogue nor class- 
ification. The Trust had been formed to 
maintain a free library and reading room in 
New York and to promote such scientific 
and educational objects as the executors and 
trustees under his will should designate more 
particularly. 

Dr. Billings’ first task was to recatalogue 
the Astor and Lenox collections, to cata- 
logue the Tilden books in uniform way, to 
devise a system of classification for the com- 
bined collection that would meet modern 
needs and demands. This meant the hand- 
ling of some four hundred thousand volumes 
and pamphlets. It meant the development 
of a staff to make the books usable for the 
new public invited to consult them. He 
next began to plan a new central building for 
the two collections, the two former buildings 
being put out of mind as suitable for the new 
institution. By rare good fortune the City 
of New York put at the disposal of the trus- 
tees of the new institution the site of the 
former distributing reservoir for the Croton 
water system of the city on Fifth Avenue 
between 40th and 42d Streets, and for this 
plot Dr. Billings planned a building 390 feet 
long on Fifth Avenue, 270 feet deep, set 
around two inner courts each about 80 feet 
square, with a basement, a cellar, and three 
upper floors. It was erected by the City 
of New York on ground owned by the City, 
on plans drawn by Carrére and Hastings, in 
the details and principles of which, so far as 
technical library work is concerned, Dr. Bil- 
lings had practically absolute control. The 
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contract for erection was made between the 
City and the Library in 1897, the corner- 
stone was laid in 1902, and the building was 
opened on the 23d of May, 1911. 

As was usual with things undertaken by 
Dr. Billings, the recataloguing and reclassi- 
fication were accomplished in due time. 
Coincident with them came a general expan- 
sion in the stock of books, great increase in 
purchases, a rounding out of the collection, 
injection of new life in every point. 

In 1900 came the consolidation of the 
New York Free Circulating Library, followed 
in March, 1901, by the offer of Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie to provide over five millions of 
dollars for erection of circulation branch 
buildings if the City of New York would 
agree to stock them with books and to main- 
tain them when built. Hard on the heels of 
this came the consolidation of nine other 
independent circulation systems in the City. 
And the New York Public Library had 
within a few years after appointment of 
Dr. Billings as Director two important ref- 
erence branches, a great central reference 
building under way, and some forty circu- 
lation branches. When his first annual 
report was made there were some 461,943 
volumes on the shelves with 109,488 readers 
using 292,205 volumes. Inside of six years 
the number of volumes in the reference 
department had risen to 777,768; 218,818 in 
the circulation department; with 123,592 
readers using 411,883 volumes, and 1,965,266 
volumes drawn for home use. 

Dr. Billings saw the reference collections 
happily housed in the new central building 
in 1911, the stock of books in the reference 
department grow to 1,181,392, in the cir- 
culation department to 908,828, reference 
department use to 400,275 readers calling for 
1,307,676 volumes, and circulation for home 
use to 7,969,664. 

He had lived a long life, full of accom- 
plishment beyond the dreams of ordinary 
men, and when the call came on March 11, 
1913, his associates realized they had lost a 
directing spirit of unusual charm, attrac- 
tiveness, force, firmness, strength, a man 
who drew their respect and affection in 
fashion like unto few they had ever known. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Army and Navy Journal. Even the President, 
Commander-in-chief of the Army and Navy, some- 
times overlooks a minor detail. The Army and Navy 
Journal recently duplicated nos. 3534 to 3539, the 
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regular number 3539 being followed by number 3534, 
but on our telling them privately, they agreed at once 
to skip six numbers, and so restore things to nor- 
malcy. We believe we acted in time to prevent the 
Commander learning of this; it’s a first offence. 

Canadian Magazine has added its bit to the gaiety 
of nations. Vol. 76, no. 3, is September, 1931, vol. 76, 
no. 5, is November, 1931 — but there was no October 
issue printed. ‘‘We advanced the name date to meet 
the popular demand of subscribers to have their 
copies in advance of the mailing date.” In short, 
October and November were combined and all sub- 
scriptions extended one month. But it’s fatal to 
omit a volume number, for librarians will want it, 
and will not read page 48 of November. If October 
was to be skipped, why was it so necessary to skip the 
no. 4 also? November should have been called no. 4 
and printed ‘‘October-November.” We advise every 
subscriber to write the publishers for vol. 76, no. 4 — 
no, don’t do it, why try to teach a lesson! 

Golden Book became pocket size with no. 80, August, 
1931. This would normally have been vol. 14, no. 2, 
but the publisher was wise enough to run vol. 13 for 
7 issues instead of the usual 6, and so he begins a 
new volume with a new size. Such a procedure is as 
unusual as it is pleasing and we hope Golden Book has 
many more fruitful years ahead, republishing the 
worth-while classics and really good literature from 
the earliest times to the present. 

Harper's Bazar, in the days before the publishers 
learned how to spell bazaar, had a curious loss of 
memory, or was it a brain-storm? Vol. 59 was Jan- 
uary to December, 1924. January and February, 
1925, were vol. 60, nos. 1 and 2. Then something 
happened; March, 1925, was called vol. 59, no. 3, 
and vol. 59 ran to the end of that year. 1926 began 
vol. 60, no. 1, and it was normal from there. But we 
have both 1924 and 1925 with the same volume num- 
ber and they are indexed as vol. 59 in the Dramatic 
Index. 

International Journal of Ethics has published a 
general index of its first 41 volumes. This has been 
made a part of vol. 42, no. 1, October, 1931, forming 
pages 45 to 112 of that volume. An awkward 
arrangement surely, for it will be lost to future users 
of the periodical if left in the middle of vol. 42. The 
only suggestion we can make now this thing has been 
done, is that those libraries not wishing to interfere 
with the pagination of vol. 42, buy for $1.00 a separate 
copy of this general index. It is on sale by the 
publisher. 

Iowa Library Quarterly takes to task librarians who 
can’t speak so as to be heard by their audience. 
“Brainy people who whisper” has been well said of 
the average librarian orator (Forrest Spaulding 
always excepted). But why does the editor of I. L. Q. 
allow her printer to get out two separate and distinct 
numbers each dated July-August-September, 1931, 
the first one vol. 11, no. 20, and the other vol. 11, no. 
11. Not the usual Ioway! 

Journal of American Genealogy is at last up-to-date, 
and how! So simple, we wonder no other backward 
magazine ever thought of it before! You see it’s this 
way: In 1921 vol. 1 was published, and vol. 2, 1922, 
was duly sent forth— quarterly. Then difficulty 
after difficulty, and vol. 3, nos. 1 and 2 are dated 
goo and April, 1928. Again silence. Is it dead? 

o, only sleeping. Now in 1931 comes the great 
surprise — ten issues all at once, vol. 3, nos. 3-4, vol. 
4, nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, vol. 5, nos. 1, 2, 3, 4— and, like 
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misfortunes which never come singly, all ten in one 
issue — a great big splendid book to bring joy to the 
heart of a genealogy fan, but from a library point of 
view also welcome as thus the magazine becomes 
up-to-date. The ten issues in this one cover are each 
separately designated, so those who have paid for 
vols. 3, 4, and 5, 1928, 1929, 1930, will find their 
numbers. Those who have paid for vols. 3 and 4, 
will of necessity get a vol. 5 thrown in. Any who 
became fainthearted in 1928 and only paid for vol. 3 
will now get the completing issues of that and so 
can’t be prevented from getting vols. 4 and 5 also. 
1931 is promised as a 4 in 1 issue before the end of 
the year. Isn’t genealogy wonderful? 

Journal of Pharmacology and Experimental Thera- 
peutics has in July tried a new kind of error to help 
make the subscriber’s life interesting. Three articles 
called for in the July issue contents will appear in the 
August issue. So your July issue is not defectiveas 
you might suspect. The whole edition is made up 
that way. 

Junior Home has found a new way to make our 
lives interesting. Instead of monthly issues, it is 
now, since 1930, “‘monthly September to June, bi- 
monthly, July and August.”” This would be a good 
innovation, having a double issue in the summer 
when all the young folks are outdoors or away, but 
the publishers are so generous they advance your 
subscription one monthly issue every summer. So 
now all who paid for 1930 and 1931 are really paid 
through February, 1932 — a problem when we wish 
to keep our library expirations all the same. 

Then please note that July-August, 1931, vol. 12, 
no. 7, is 1334 x 10 inches, and vol. 12, no. 8, September, 
1931, is 11144 x 84%. So it’s not worth your binding 
any more. 

Kindergarten-Primary Magazine. It’s a pity to 
mislead the very young, as this magazine has been 
doing. Vol. 43, no. 4 was March-April, 1931, but 
May-June was vol. 44, no. 5, and the next issue, 
September-October, vol. 45, no. 1. Three different 
volumes in three consecutive issues. The publisher 
says he’s sorry, and ‘‘ will make November—December, 
1931, vol. 44, no. 2, as it should be.’’ He kept his 
promise on the inside but alas! the cover reads vol. 44. 
no. 1. ‘Tell me not in mournful numbers 
for things are not what they seem.”

Classification; The catalog; Reference books; Maga- 
zines; Pamphlets.

OHN. The care and repair of books. 

This little book is full of sound and surely expert 
advice for owners of books. The various chapters 
cover Care of books in the library; Enemies of books; 
Repair and mending; Treatment of paper; Care of 
leather bindings; of cloth bindings. At the end is a 
list of other books on this subject and an index. 
The very attractive typography shows the artistic 
sense of the beautiful in print so highly developed in 
Mr. Lydenberg.

MADAN, FALCONER. Oxford books, a bibliog- 
raphy of printed works relating to the University and 
City of Oxford, or printed or published there. Volume 
3, 1651-80. 

The first volume of this work, covering 1468-1640, 
was issued in 1895, the second, 1641-1650 appeared 
in 1912. The compiler, formerly Bodley’s librarian, 
now in his seventy-ninth year, will not attempt to 
carry the work beyond 1680, leaving to some other 
bibliographer yet unknown the completion to date 
of this study. Volume 3 is a book of 621 pages, 
printed in small type, and its index alone covers over 
150 pages, double column. The book is fully anno- 
tated, thus adding greatly to its human interest.

MoorE, ANNE CARROLL. Thethreeowls. Third 
book, 1927-30. 

Here is a big, fat book of delightful criticisms of 
those children’s books which were published from 
1927 to 1930, and a majority written by Miss Moore. 
We confess to liking the Annie Carroll Moore better 
than the more formal Anne which her publishers 
have used of late years. We had hoped Annie would 
never grow up, and there’s a “‘swing”’ to the old way 
of saying those three names. Though her column in 
the Herald-Tribune is no more, we like to think of a 
fourth ‘“‘Owl’’ book preparing to fly forth in a year or 
a York.

Noves, R. WEBB. A bibliography of Maine Im- 
prints to 1820. 

This book is a valuable list of early Maine printing, 
and contains nearly one thousand titles. From the 
preface it would seem that the compiler has searched 
very thoroughly in all the notable libraries where 
such material might be found.
